PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
wffiich  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  requii'ed  in  respect  of  such 
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Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.

DEFENCE  OF  CANADA  REGULATIONS. 

T>URSUANT  to  the  Defence  of  Canada  Regu- 
A  lations,  the  following  delegation  of  author¬ 
ity,  orders,  and  regulations  governing  black-outs 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  have  been 
made:  — 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PENSIONS  AND 
NATIONAL  HEALTH. 

T o  the  Premie)-  of  British  Columbia  : 

Pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  me,  the 
undersigned,  under  Article  35  of  Defence  of 
Canada  Regulations  as  made  and  established 
by  Order  in  Council  P.C.  2483  of  the  3rd  day 
of  September,  1939,  and  as  amended  by  Order 
in  Council  P.C.  3962,  dated  the  2nd  day  of 
June,  1941,  I  do  hereby  authorize  John  Hart, 
Esquire,  Premier  of  British  Columbia,  to  make 
provisions  by  order  under  the  aforesaid  article 
in  like  manner  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
as  though  such  order  were  issued  by  me,  the 
undersigned;  provided  that  any  such  order 
shall  only  be  referable  to  the  Province  of  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia;  and  further  provided  that  no 
such  order  shall  in  any  way  relate  to  the  Naval, 
Military,  or  Air  Services  unless  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  Minister  of  National  Defence,  the 
Minister  of  National  Defence  for  Naval  Ser¬ 
vice,  or  the  Minister  of  National  Defence  for 
Air,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  first  obtained;  and 
further  provided  that  such  orders  in  respect  of 
areas  declared  vulnerable,  issued  in  view  of 
information  received  as  to  probable  immediate 
visitation  of  the  enemy,  shall  be  issued  only 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Senior  Defence 
Official  of  the  area,  designated  by  the  Minister 
of  National  Defence  as  the  responsible  author¬ 
ity  for  this  function. 

And  I  do  hereby  further  authorize  the  said 
John  Hart,  Esquire,  Premier  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  to  delegate  his  power  to  act  hereunder  to 
such  person  or  persons  at  such  time  or  times 
and  for  such  period  or  periods  of  time  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  situation  may  require  or  as 
he  may  deem  expedient. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my 
hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  Department 
of  Pensions  and  National  Health  to  be  affixed 
at  the  City  of  Ottawa  this  12th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  a.d.

and  completely  and  subject  to  the  same  restric¬ 
tions  as  I  myself  can  do;  but  the  delegation 
of  authority  hereby  conferred  upon  the  said 
George  Sharratt  Pearson  is  limited  to,  and  the 
powers  delegated  to  him  may  be  exercised  only 
during  those  times  when  I,  the  undersigned, 
and  the  said  Royal  Lethington  Maitland  are 
both  absent  from  the  City  of  Victoria.

BLACK-OUT  ORDERS. 

Whereas  the  Minister  of  Pensions  and  Na¬ 
tional  Health  under  Article  35  of  the  Defence 
of  Canada  Regulations  has  conferred  certain 
authority  on  me: 

Now,  t.hei'efore,  I,  the  undersigned,  Premier 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  pursuant 
to  such  authority  hereby  order  that  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  the  following 
provisions  shall  be  in  effect: — 

Preliminary  Provisions. 

1.  There  are  two  types  of  black-out,  a  “  Pre¬ 
cautionary  Black-out  ”  and  an  “  Imminent 
Danger  Black-out,”  but  a  Precautionary  Black¬ 
out  shall  be  applicable  only  to  that  part  of  the 
Province  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of. 
the  Cascade  Range. 

2.  A  Precautionary  Black-out  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  civilian  protection  (air-raid 
precautions)  service,  through  the  press,  on  the 
radio,  and  by  other  means;  but  not  by  sirens, 
whistles,  or  similar  instruments. 

3.  An  Imminent  Danger  Black-out  will  be 
announced  by  sirens,  whistles,  or  similar  in¬ 
struments. 

4.  The  public  is  required  to  recognize  every 
black-out  that  is  announced  by  sirens,  whistles, 
or  similar  instruments  as  an  Imminent  Danger 
Black-out;  and  on  the  other  hand  to  recognize 
every  black-out  that  is  NOT  announced  by 
sirens,  whistles,  or  similar  instruments,  as  a 
Piecautionary  Black-out. 

5.  While  a  Precautionary  Black-out  and  an 
Imminent  Danger  Black-out  are  alike  in  respect 
that  during  both  all  lights  must  be  extin¬ 
guished  or  completely  masked,  they  differ  in 
that  during  an  Imminent  Danger  Black-out, 
whether  by  day  or  night,  all  vehicular  traffic 
must  cease  (with  lights  extinguished  at  night¬ 
time)  and  pedestrians  must  use  sidewalks 
only;  whereas,  during  a  Precautionary  Black¬ 
out,  vehicles  with  masked  headlights  may  con¬ 
tinue  to  operate  (but  not  above  15  miles  per 
hour)  and  pedestrians  are  unrestricted.  ( See 
detailed  provisions  below.) 

6.  An  Imminent  Danger  Black-out  will  only 
be  used  when  there  is  a  threat  of  immediate 
attack.  A  Precautionary  Black-out  will  be 
used  when  danger  is  believed  to  exist  and 
lights  might  assist  the  enemy,  but  the  threat 
docs  not  justify  the  cessation  of  traffic. 

Precautionary  Black-out. 

Beta i'ed  Provisions. 

7.  Upon  (he  announcement  of  a  Precaution¬ 
ary  Black-out  the  following  provisions  shall  be 
in  force  and  shall  be  observed  by  every  person 
in  that  part  of  the  Province  lying  fo  the  west 
of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range  through¬ 
out  the  duration  of  the  Precautionary  Black¬ 
out: — 

(a.)  Promptly  at  the  time  specified  for  the 
commencement  of  the  black-out  every 
person  shall — 
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(i.)  Extinguish  every  light  under  his 
control ;  or 

(ii.)  Completely  mask  every  light  under 
his  control  so  that  no  light,  re¬ 
flection,  or  glare  is  visible  except 
inside  the  building  or  enclosure 
within  which  the  light  is  com¬ 
pletely  enclosed. 

(b.)  After  the  commencement  of  the  black¬ 
out  no  person  shall  create  any  light 
unless  it  is  completely  masked  in  the 
manner  above  described: 

(c.)  The  black-out  requirements  shall  not 
apply  to  any  light  from  the  lamps  used 
on  any  vehicle  when  in  use  during  a 
Precautionary  Black-out,  if  such  lights 
are  in  conformity  with  the  require¬ 
ments  and  specifications  issued  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Provincial  Police  (see 
Regulations  for  motor-vehicles,  etc., 
printed  below)  : 

(d.)  Unless  he  holds  a  special  permit,  no 
person  shall  during  a  Precautionary 
Black-out  drive  any  motor-vehicle  or 
any  motor-cycle  at  a  greater  rate  of 
speed  than  15  miles  per  hour: 

(c.)  During  every  black-out  the  driver  of 
every  street-car  and  locomotive  shall 
comply  with  the  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Provincial 
Police. 

8.  Every  Precautionary  Black-out  shall 
apply  to  the  area  of  British  Columbia  lying  to 
the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range. 

9.  After  its  commencement  a  Precautionary 
Black-out  shall  continue  in  force  until  one-haT 
hour  before  sunrise. 

Imminent  Danger  Black-out. 

Detailed  Provisions. 

10.  A  signal,  consisting  of  a  series  of  five 
blasts,  each  of  the  duration  of  five  seconds, 
with  an  interval  of  two  seconds  between  each 
blast,  the  series  being  sounded  three  times, 
with  a  pause  of  one  minute  between  each  series 
of  blasts,  shall  be  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
“  Imminent  Danger  Signal.” 

11.  A  signal,  consisting  of  a  series  of  three 
blasts,  each  of  a  duration  of  twenty  seconds, 
with  an  interval  of  three  seconds  between 
each  blast,  the  series  being  sounded  three 
times,  with  a  pause  of  one  minute  between  each 
series  of  blasts,  shall  be  and  shall  be  known  as 
the  “  Change  to  Precautionary  Signal.” 

12.  Upon  the  sounding  of  an  Imminent 
Danger  Signal  in  any  part  of  the  province: — 

(a.)  Every  person  within  range  of  the  sig¬ 
nal,  shall,  so  far  as  lights  are  con¬ 
cerned,  be  subject  to  the  same  require¬ 
ments  as  are  prescribed  for  a  Precau¬ 
tionary  Black-out: 

(6.)  Every  person  within  range  of  the  sig¬ 
nal  who  has  control  of  any  vehicle  or 
cycle,  whether  in  motion  or  not,  upon 
any  street  or  highway,  shall  draw  it  to 
the  curb  or  side  of  the  street  or  high¬ 
way  and  bring  it  to  a  complete  stop 
and  shall  keep  it  stationary  with  the 
light  extinguished  until  the  sounding 
of  the  Change  to  Precautionary  Signal. 
This  clause  is  applicable  during  both 
DAY  and  NIGHT,  but  shall  not  apply 
to  any  person  or  class  of  persons  who 
have  a  permit  from  me  or  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Provincial  Police: 

(c.)  During  the  period  of  any  Imminent 
Danger  Black-out  no  person  who  is 
within  range  of  the  signal  shall  pro¬ 
ceed  along  any  street  or  highway 
whei’e  there  is  a  sidewalk,  save  upon 
the  sidewalk,  except  at  crossings;  and, 
in  the  case  of  any  street  or  highway 
where  there  is  no  sidewalk,  no  person 
shall  proceed  along  that  street  or  high- 
wav.  This  clause  is  anplicable  during 
both  DAY  and  NIGHT. 


13.  In  that  part  of  the  Province  lying  to  the 
west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Range, 
upon  the  sounding  of  the  Change  to  Precau¬ 
tionary  Signal  there  shall,  ii  the  sounding 
occurs  during  the  hours  of  darkness,  be  a 
change  over  to  Precautionary  Black-out  and 
such  Precautionary  Black-out  shall  remain  in 
effect  until  one-half  hour  before  sunrise,  but 
in  the  remaining  part  of  the  Province  the 
Change  to  Precautionary  Signal  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  signal  permitting  a  resumption 
of  normal  conditions. 

General  Provisions. 

14.  If,  during  any  black-out  (whether  Pre¬ 
cautionary  or  Imminent  Danger)  any  light  is 
visible  in  contravention  of  these  orders,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  to  request  the 
person  in  control  or  apparent  control  of  such 
light  to  comply  with  these  orders;  and,  in  any 
case  of  continued  non-compliance,  any  civil 
protection  (air-raid  precautions)  warden, 
police  officer,  peace  officer,  or  any  member  of 
a  fire  force  may  take  in  relation  thereto  all 
such  steps  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  for 
the  enforcement  of  these  orders,  including 
entry  of  premises  and  boarding  of  vehicles  or 
vessels. 

15.  I  hereby  empower  any  senior  police  officer, 
as  defined  in  the  Defence  of  Canada  Regula¬ 
tions,  or  any  constable  acting  under  the  gen¬ 
eral  or  special  directions  of  such  senior  police 
officer,  to  prohibit  or  restrict,  in  the  event  of 
hostile  attack  or  the  apprehension  of  hostile 
attack,  the  display  of  any  light  which  would 
otherwise  be  lawful  under  these  or  any  other 
orders  relating  to  black-outs. 

16.  I  hereby  authorize  the  Commissioner  of 
Provincial  Police  to  make  regulations  prescrib¬ 
ing  the  lights  that  may  be  displayed  on  any 
motor-vehicle,  bicycle,  motor-cycle,  car,  or  loco¬ 
motive  during  any  Precautionary  Black-out 
under  these  or  any  other  orders,  and  requiring 
that  no  motor-vehicle,  bicycle,  motor-cycle,  car, 
or  locomotive  shall  be  used  unless  such  lights 
are  displayed. 

17.  Where  the  lamps  on  any  motor-vehicle, 
bicycle,  motor-cycle,  or  car  have  been  altered 
so  as  to  comply  with  regulations  made  under 
these  orders,  that  motor-vehicle,  bicycle,  motor¬ 
cycle,  or  car  may  be  used  with  the  lamps  as  so 
altered  when  there  is  no  black-out,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  requirements  of  any  Statute  or 
law  to  the  contrary;  but  no  person  shall,  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise,  drive  or  oper¬ 
ate  any  motor-vehicle  or  motor-cycle  with 
masked  lights  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than 
15  miles  per  hour,  even  although  there  is  no 
black-out. 

18.  Exemptions  from  black-out  requirements 
under  these  orders  may  from  time  to  time  be 
granted  by  me  or  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pro¬ 
vincial  Police  in  respect  of  any  locality  within 
the  Province  or  in  respect  of  any  period  of 
time,  person  or  class  of  persons,  public  utility, 
public  service  or  industry,  and  an  exemption 
may  at  any  time  be  rescinded  by  me  or  by  the 
said  Commissioner.  Notice  of  exemption  and 
of  the  rescinding  of  an  exemption  may  be 
given  in  such  manner  as  I  or  the  Commissioner 
may  determine.  Every  exemption  shall  be 
subject  to  such  conditions  and  restrictions  as 
are  prescribed  in  relation  thereto. 

19.  Except  as  herein  provided,  no  person 
shall  without  authority  from  me  announce  a 
Precautionary  Black-out  or  sound  the  Immi¬ 
nent  Danger  Signal  or  the  Change  to  Precau¬ 
tionary  Signal. 

20.  Pursuant  to  authority  conferred  on  me, 
I  hereby  delegate  to  the  General  Officer  Com¬ 
manding  in  Chief,  Pacific  Command,  power  to 
order  either  a  Precautionary  Black-out  or  an 
Imminent  Danger  Black-out  as  and  when  he 
may  see  fit. 
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21.  After  the  date  of  this  order  no  person 
shall  leave  any  light  without  first  providing 
that  there  shall  be,  at  all  times,  some  person 
in  proximity  thereto  who  has  the  authority 
and  means  of  immediately  extinguishing  or 
masking  such  light. 

22.  These  orders  supersede  all  previous  Pro¬ 
vincial  orders  relating  to  black-outs  in  British 
Columbia.

REGULATIONS  RELATING  TO  LIGHTS 
THAT  MAY  BE  DISPLAYED  ON  ANY 
MOTOR-VEHICLE  OR  TRAILER  DUR¬ 
ING  ANY  PRECAUTIONARY  BLACK¬ 
OUT  PERIOD  WITHIN  THE  PROV¬ 
INCE  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA. 

By  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  me  by  the 
orders  relating  to  black-outs  within  the  Prov- 
ince  of  British  Columbia  made  by  the  Premier 
of  British  Columbia  on  the  6th  day  of  January, 
1942,  I  hereby  make  the  following  regula¬ 
tions  : — 

1.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  motor- 
vehicle  other  than  a  motor-cycle  operated 
during  any  Precautionary  Black-out  shall  keep 
lit  not  less  nor  more  than  two  headlights  and 
not  less  than  one  and  not  more  than  two  tail- 
lights,  all  of  which  lights  shall  be  masked  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  regu¬ 
lations.  (See  Regulations  5  and  6.) 

2.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  motor¬ 
cycle  operated  during  any  Precautionary  Black¬ 
out  shall  keep  lit  only  one  headlight  and  only 
one  tail-light,  both  of  which  shall  be  marked 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations.  ( See  Regulations  5  and  6.) 

3.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  trailer 
operated  during  any  Precautionary  Black-out 
shall  keep  lit  only  one  tail-light  thereon  which 
shall  be  masked  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  these  regulations.  (See  Regulation  6.) 

4.  No  person  in  charge  of  any  motor-vehicle 
or  trailer  shall  keep  lit  any  light  other  than 
those  above  referred  to  while  such  motor- 
vehicle  or  trailer  is  being  operated  during  any 
Precautionary  Black-out,  except  as  follows: — 

(1.)  A  dashboard  light  may  be  used  to  illu¬ 
minate  any  instruments  on  the  dash¬ 
board  : 

(2.)  Destination  or  route  signs  may  be  used 
on  large  passenger  carrying  equipment: 

(3.)  Interior  illumination  may  be  used  on 
large  passenger  carrying  equipment 
provided  the  illumination  is  masked  so 
that  no  light  is  visible  from  beyond  a 
distance  of  fifty  feet: 

(4.)  Clearance  lights  may  be  used  on  motor- 
vehicles  and  trailers  having  a  width, 
including  the  load  thereon,  in  excess  of 
eighty  inches  at  any  part. 


5.  All  headlights  of  motor-vehicles  operated 
during  any  Precautionary  Black-out  must  be 
completely  blacked  out,  with  the  exception  of  a 
horizontal  slit  three  inches  in  length  and  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  in  width.  The  horizontal 
slit  shall  be  so  located  that  the  top  of  such  slit 
shall  be  one  inch  below  the  centre  of  the  head¬ 
light  lens. 

6.  Every  tail-light  on  any  motor-vehicle  or 
trailer  operated  during  any  Precautionary 
Black-out  must  be  completely  blacked  out  with 
the  exception  of  a  circle  one-half  inch  in 
diameter  which  shall  project  the  light  rays 
therefrom  on  a  horizontal  plane  or  as  near  a 
horizontal  plane  as  possible. 

7.  These  regulations  shall  not  extend  to 
motor-vehicles  in  respect  of  which  special  per¬ 
mission  exempting  them  from  these  orders  has 
been  issued  by  me,  but  the  pei’son  in  charge 
of  any  such  motor-vehicle  so  exempted  shall 
comply  with  all  requirements  contained  in  such 
special  exemptions.
